35-Day Hawaiian, Tahiti & South Pacific Cruise (Thanks to Grant Kowald) 

Janet and I, with our friends Gerry and Sandra, departed Sydney on 9th 
April, 2014 on the 'Sea Princess' for a 35 day return journey that would take 
us some 1 1 ,500 nautical miles (21 ,300km) across the Pacific 

Our first port, after 4 days at sea, was Nuku'alofa, Tonga and were given a 
warm welcome from the local community as was the case at all the ports at 
which we called. Our second port was Apia, Western Samoa after one day 
at sea. It was another five days at sea before our next stop at Honolulu, 
Hawaii, but on the way we had two major highlights: 

The first was crossing the International Date Line giving us two Thursday 17 th April's 

The second was crossing the Equator, which was one big deck party. Passengers were 
divided into Shellbacks (those who had crossed the equator before) and Pollywogs (those 
who hadn't). Pollywogs had an initiation ritual and King Neptune gave his permission to 
"cross the line"

Hawaiian ports of call were Honolulu, Kona, Nawiliwili, Lahaina and Hilo 
where we had one day in each. Highlights were a visit to Pearl Harbor, 
the USS Arizona memorial and USS Missouri (Mighty Mo), Waikiki 
Beach, Submarine Atlantis tour going down to 100 feet, 4 WD tour. 
Unfortunately our helicopter tour of volcano at Hilo was cancelled due to 
bad weather 



After a further 5 days at sea we arrived at Papeete, 
Tahiti, where we toured the east coast. Next was 
Moorea, only 20 nautical miles away and a tour
